Fore Hlver ehipyards for - the instal- 
lation on the new battleship Nevada 


•for Die first 'three gun 
turrett ever 


placed on any 
American 
warship. 


These turrets will be the best protec- 
ted of any In the -world, and they 
will be the heaviest 
ever 
set up, 


weighing" on the average about eign- 
ty tons, or some eleven 
tons more 


than the turrets on the Argentine bat 
Deshlp . Ilivadavla, which was consid- 
ered the "last w°ra"' *n naval construe 
lion when ehe was laid down. . 


There is necessary a' large amount 


of work before the turrets may be set' 
in their proper places, putting In pro- 
'tectlve armor''below decks for the me- 
chanical appliances 
used 
to operate 


and "carry ammunition to the turrets, 
laying the tracks on which the ma<- 
wlve pieces of'armor are moved and 
planing off the bottom of the turrets 
to get them perfectly adjusted. AH of 
this.work te well along towards' com- 
pletion, s0 that the first turret pro- 
bably will 'be- hoisted aboard; the Ne- 
vada within two or three weeks. 


tEnch ' of these turrets -• will 
hav6 


three fourteen-lnch • guns, the most 
powerful onp any United States battle 
ship and rivalled by a few guns In the 
(British and German 
fleets. 
These 


fourteen-lnch guns weigh on the aver 
aj?e about 147,600 pounds, , or a, 
ton 


inore than the 
Rivadayla'e twelve- 


inch pieces. ,The Nevada's guns meas 
ure 
fifty-three 
feet in length', com- 


pared with fifty feet for the-Rlvada- 
via's. The (American ship's ordnandfe 
is of forty-five calibre, the Argentine 
ship's of fifty calibre. Perhaps no- 
thing shows the 
superiority of the 


new guns more clearly than the char- 
ges 1liey will be able to throw against 
nh enemy, 1400 pound* in weight and 
containing a, much larger amount of 
hlgli explosive to cause damage when 
it hits the mark, compared with 
an 


*70-pound projectile 
for the twelve- 


inch pieces. 


Two of these three gun turrets are 


to be set up, -one on the forecastle 
deck and one 
on the 
quarter deck, 


with a two-gun 
turret 
behind and 


slightly above each Thus there will be 
five fourtoen-incli guns facing ahead 
and a similar number, facing astern, 
with ability to concentrate the fire of 
all ten guns at either side or almost 
directly ahead" or astern. The. treinen 
doue advantage of such .an arrange- 
ment has made a deep impression on 
naval'authorities the world over. 


The New York and Texas, the only 


American ships in commission 
with 


four teen-inch gijns, carry them moun 
ted In five two-gun turrets' instead of 
four as on the Nevada and her sister 


ship, the Oklahoma, which Js boing 
constructed by the New York Ship 
Building Company at .Camden, N. J. 


The side armor of- the Nevada is 


well along towards all being in place, 
but It Is figured that between three 
and four'months• more wlll.be needed 
to complete this work. Owing to tr(c 
fact that the Nevada will use only oil- 
for fuel she will have but one smoke- 
stack and will be able to concentrate 
her boilers in the middle of the ship 
and .afford them heretofore unknown 
security In the form of the heaviest 
nnnor ever employed for this purpose 


The .Fulton, which is to be need as,

Some interesting figures have been given out by the trans- 


portation'division of the New York up-state 'Public Service 
Commission relative to deaths and injuries on the .railroads of 
the state in the years ending June 30,:l9l3 and •I9i4.' In the 
last-year there were only 14 passengers killed, a' decrease of 
72i percent'f ronr the record of the'preceding, year, while the 
decrease.in.the.number of passengers injured was 46 per cent. 


This is.a good showing and proves that substantial progress 


has.beeiiimade by the railroads in New York slate in safeguard- 
ing the lives and linibs of their patrons. It is;an evidence that 
"safety first" is something more than a catchword and that 
there is such a thing as improving upon methods of passenger 
transportation tliat liave been justly characterized as some- 
what loose. These have been no worse in New York than in 
any other state, and the fact that the railroads of New York 
have found ways to materially improve conditions shows that 
the same can be done in all parts of the country if the proper 
effort is put forth. 
In addition tq i|iis gratifying record it is 


shown that the number of railroad employes killed has also 
been much reduced. 


But while this good work has been goiivj on the number of 


people killed at grade crossings has materially increased, a fact 
as easy to understand as it is deplorable. For these killings 
the victims themselves were largely to blame. Every news- 
paper reader is familiar with the recklessness with which auto- 
mobilists drive upon grade crossings, and that for recklessness 
of this'sorl many lives have paid the penally. Drivers of teams 
are also guilty of this practice lo some extent, but the autoisls 
are the leading offenders and many of them have gone to un- 
timely graves as a result of the criminal folly of driving upon 
a grade crossing without taking the precaution of ascertaining 
whether a train was approaching. 


A great deal has been done in recent years toward eliminat- 


ing this danger by abolishing grade crossings and protecting 
them with gates and flagmen, but there is room for further 
improvement along this line.-, To. make all-grade crossings 
aboslutely safe would cost much; and in view of the responsi- 
bility of the public for so large a proportion of the accidents 
it might not be just lo ask the railroads to stand so nearly all 
of the expense. A slight additional tax on automobiles for 
this purpose would be more sensible.and equitable than some 
taxes that are imposed, and the probability is that few aulpmo- 
bilisls would complain of (he cost if they could have protection 
from the danger-to which they are exposed by their own folly.

need three days to cover the distance of two thousand two; hundred atatuto 


miles if equipped with engines developing se.,Veri hundred niid twenty'horse- 
power ahd giving her an average speed of 43.47s statute m'lies tbe hour, admlt- 
tlng a reasonable margin for delays on account of bead winds and other cir- 
cumstances. The fuel and oil necessary for such, a voyage' would amount to 
thirteen tons of benzine and lubricating oil. The lift necessary for tills weight 
and the corresponding body of a nonrigld airship could be obtained by seven 
hundred'and'elght thousand cubic feet of go*.. 


To this, however, must be added the engines and their auxiliary machinery, 


the equipment and the crew as well as a. ballasi reserve and the body of ths 
balloons. The two cars ought to be constructed so as to serve, in an emergency 
as seaworthy, even if slow, motorboats. '

Why Ihe Difference? 


The clerical forces at the various United States navy yards 


have an interesting problem to solve as to the vacation ques- 
tion. The statistics of 1,913 show that last year there were 
2,606 members of vthecleyjcal, .drafting, inspection, chemical, 
messenger and watch 'fdrces'-at''(lie various navy yards 'and 
naval stations in the United Stales. 


These', employes'-are; members, of the same classified civil 


service as employes of the various legislative, executive and 
judicial departments of the government. They are required 
to take'the same entrance examination, receive the same pass- 
ing mark' and are subject jo the'same rules and regulations. 
In every respect they have exactly the same status as othef 
members of the classified service; and yet they recieve only 
fifteen days' annual leave, while all-other classified civil ser- 
vice employes get thirty.-.

: In the absence of restrictive, legislation those few navy yard 
employes who.are fortunate 'enough to have been placed on 
the per annum roll receive without.word or question thirty 
days'..annual leave, while the great mass who are so unfortu- 
nate as to be:on the per diem.roll receive only fifteen fifteen.
